St. Louis, June 2').—*Pois^n in the 
guise of medicine, sent tlirough tlie 
m a ils'to “Lord” F. Seymour Ba rring­ 
ton, condemned to die July 25 for the 
murder of .lames P. McCann, was in­ 
tercepted yesterday by Sheriff 
of St. Louis county.

“The state governments are power­ 
ful agencies to train the citizens to an 
appreciation

civic duties, either in state or gen­ 
eral government.
